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a ber of aue jurisdiQion, we may delaee a 
fair concluſion with regard to the propoſals now 
under - conſideration ; though there is one « notable 
ſubterfuge of circumſtance; as it must be owned 
that no parallel can ſafely be admitted where 
such a plan of endowment is finally, to be ren» 
dered equal with the fenſe of the whole Kingdom. 
The unfortunate Charles the first, in the meridian 
exerciſe of his civil Monarchy , was indeed poſſest 
of apparent, though inapplicable , controulments ;
